Kings Daughter. 


- So that indeed, if we ſhould weigh 


Kings in the ballance of the SanQu- 


ary, it will be found that Kings will | 
weigh much more than ordinary | 


men : Whereas then it is ſaid in my 
Text, Shall I Crucifie your King ? 
We ſhall betray the paſſion , if we 
take not ſerious cognizance of the 
Subjects. 

When Divines meditate, and ſpeak 
of the Incarnation, we thinke it no 
meane portion of that great bleſling 
that God hath pleaſed to ſend, not 


ſome new Creature ,, not an Angell, | 


not a Seraphim, but his Sonne , that 
the Sonne became fleſh, that God 
bleſſed

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bleſſed for ever , would become a Sera. 3. 


Babe, this it even aſtoniſhed appre- 
henſton. 

Now as it 1s not poſlible we ſhould 
conceive as we ought , of the In- 
carnation, unleſſe we conſider who 
was Incarnate, and who it was took 
fleſh upon him : even ſo of the Pal- 
fion, Agony, and bitterneſle of his 
ſufferings , we can never take any 
tolerable eſtimate, or any valuable 
proportion, unleſle conſideration be 
firſt had of the Nobleneſle, and who 


'| wasthe perſon that did ſuffer : God 


(qus omnia diſhonit [uaviter) who 


; ſweetly diſpoſes all things, though he 
had been pleaſed his Sonne ſhould 


be borne, yet had not his wiſdome 
had uſe of this relation, he would ne- 
ver have had him been borne a King; 
or had he been borne a King, he 


| would never have taken ſuch order 


forthe proclamation of it ; he would 
never have brought wiſe men to Je- 
ruſalem, to proclaime him King 

neither would he ever have ſo ouided 


the pen of Plate, as to write upon 


the Croſſe, Jeſus of Nazareth King 
of the Iewes; but that his will was

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Serm. 3. and is , We ſhould look upon him 


ſinners above them, that dwell about 


King,as well as a Saviour; amongſt us 
men(even the moſt envious of us )we 
look upon the fault and failings of 
Kings , asthe moſt eminent wicked- 
nels. 

A wicked King, a Tyrant, a Mur- 
therer, we think the moſt execrab(e 
of all ſinners; as ſome thought of 
thoſe, eo whom the Tower of Siloe fel, 


:Lsu+.13.4.even ſo men generally hol - 


of wicked Frinces, even that they are 


them. 


To apply this then to our preſen 


purpoſe, if it be ſo that the eminer, 


cy of Princes, and the excellency df 
Kings ſo digniftie and exalte ther 
perſons, that the fame crimes 1n then 
are much more abhominable , tha: 
1n meaner perſons ; certainly then af 
their crimes, even ſo their ſufferingf 
muſt be proportionably aggravate 


by their perſons . the ſufferings of iÞ 


King muſt needs be as far beyond th 
ſufferings of a Subject ,as are the ſin 
of a Prince beyond the ſins of a Per? 
ſant. 
Whereas then the perſon in m) 
| Tex 
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Text is a ſuffering King, we muſt not Serm.3. 


look upon his Sufferings as the ſut- 
ferings of an ordinary perfon , for 
look by how much his perſon, by ſo 
much doth his Paſſion exceed the 
Sons of men; for if it be(as doubtleſs 
itis ) a great amplification of Gods 
goodneſle, that he who Suffered was 
a Son, it muſt yet be more that this 
Son was a King : for as an extraordi- 
nary favour of God to his people 
Ifrael,as the Pſalmiſt ſayes, P/a. 136. 
17,18. He [mote great Kings,and ſlew 
mighty Kings for their ſakes. 

When Kings ſuffer, Heaven hath a 
creat hand in it, 2 Sam. 18. The peo- 
pleof God, the Children of 1[rael,would 
not let David their King go ont to bat- 
taile with them , becaule ſay they in 
the 3. Ver. thou art Iworth ten thou- 
ſanas of s : The Sufferings of the 
King tnuſt have at leaſt chi valuatt- 
on, for as God knowes how many 
thouſands ſuffer in a King, even ſo 
we may as ſoon count the Starrs , as 
ſay for how many millions of men 
this King did ſuffer. 

A reaſon then why this Sonne of 


God, bleſſed for ever, was not only 
F 2 borne 
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Serm. 3, borne ofa Virgin, but borna King, 
5” "al dyed a King; A reaſon of this 


may very well be, becauſe he was to 


ſuffer the bittereft of all rorments, 


becauſe he was to ſuffer forrow be. 
yond Parallel, becauſe he was to ſuf- 
fer ſuch ſorrow, like to which there 
was no ſorrow; and'this as Man he 
could not have done, had he not been 
put into the moſt high and moſt ho- 
nourable condition. For whether 


we look upon the tendernefſe of his * 


conſtitution , the exquiſiteneſſe of 
his torture, the anguiſh and duration 
of the whole ; alſthis, had it been in 
the relation of a SubjeR, all this had 
it been in him, as a perſon of low 


condition, could not have amounted | 
to what he did; for neither tender- | 


neſle nor torture, neither paine nor 


ſhame, neither ſmart nor ſorrow, is | 


ſo conſiderable and ſo valuable in a- 
ny, as a Royall Subjec&. 

Whereas then, the Sufferer in my 
Text, is not onely a God, but a King 
alſo ; not onely a Saviour but a Sove- 
raigne, in what capacity ſoever we 
took upon him,whether it be as God, 
or whether it beas Man : He was the 
2 only 
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onely Supream, and Soveraigne Suf- Szr. 3.. 


ferer in the world. | 

Paſſe we then from the nobleneſſe 
of the Sufferer, to take a glimpſe of 
the ignobleneſs of his Paſlion, imply. 
edinthis word Crucifie, they Cru- 
cified their King, ver.1 1. It was ſaid 
of old, Mnltorum manibus grande 
levatur opus, many hands make light 
worke ; but if we would piercingly 
and exactly looke upon this Paffion, 
upon this murtkering of a King, we 
ſhall finde many hands indeed, bur 
for worke the heavieſt that ever was 
read 0n.; and how could it well be 


other,when the miſeries of this poor . 


King was to fatisfie the malice of 
two parties ? Mat.27.1. When the 
morning was come,all the chief Prieſts, 
and as the Greeke hath it, zhe lay- 
Presbyters,or the Elders of the people, 
tooke councell againſt Jeſus to put him 
to death; they who prepared, plotted, 
and purpoſed their Kings deftruci- 
on, they who raiſed an Army, and 
ſent Swords and ſtaves to apprehend 
him , theſe were (you fee) an Al- 
ſembly of Prieſts andElders,yet theſe 
were not they that did the deed, theſe 
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$erm,3. were not the Executioners , theſe 


Voted, but theſe did. not Crucihie : 
Now in verſe 27. of the ſame Chap- 
ter, you ſhall find the Soxlaiers of the 
Governours teok, 7eſus into the common 
Hall, and gathered unto him the whole 
band of Soldiers,and they ſtripped him, 
they fooled him,verl. 28. they crowned, 
they mockt b m , they ſpit upon him, 
verſe 29.and when they had ſported 
enough at his ſorrowes , then in the 
35. ver/. ofthe Chapter, They Cru: 
cified him ; they (not the Presbyters 
or Elders) but the Souldiers brought 
him to the block, they Crucified him, 
Not barely and ſimply put him to 
death, but they put him ad mortem 
5r#4c1s,to the death of the Croſſe; and 
indeed this had not been Envies Ma- 
{ter-piece, had it not been ſo,had they 
not cloathed him with ſhame,as well 
as macerated him with paine ; had 
they not put him as well to an igno- 
minious, as an irkſome death, Envy 
would have ſeemed too dull, and too 
coole a perſecutor. 

And therefore to expreſle the zeal 
and aQtivity of their cruelty, it is not 
faid here, they flew, but they Cru- 

cified

cified him, that is, they inflited on F erm. A 


him the extremity of ſhame, ſorrow, 
death. Toa perſon of Honour, and 
eſpecially to the fountain of Honour, 
toa King, ſhame and diſhonour, it.is 
bitterer than death : ſo-that indeed it 
is hard to ſay,whether the diſpoſition 
to,and manaer of this death ,_was 
not more affliction tothe King, than 
death ir ſelfe : For if we look upon 
theſe three particulars ( though we 
muſt paſſe over a thouſand bitter- 
neſſes : ) 

I. What was done before they 
brought him to the Court of Juſtice? 

2. What was done there ? 

3. Whar after Sentence? we ſhall 
finde there was nothing done , but 
what ſpeakes-Tyranny and Malice. 

For firſt,to take off the appearance 
of their Envy , and to make Malice 
ſem zeale unto the publick : behold 
the King muſt be brought as a Pri- 
ſoner to the Barre, and as a Male- 
factor before the Court of Juſtice : 
but if we obſerve the Tryall, we ſhall 
finde nothing but Envy and Malice 
n it. 

For.in a place I now cited, 2{at.27- 
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$:rw. 3.7. I ſhewed unto you how the 
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Priefs and Elders tookg councell 4- 
$ainff Teſs to put hins to death, be 
fore ever they brought him to the 
Court of Juſtice, before ever any 
Proceſſe drawne, or witneſſes found 
our, the Prieſts and' Elders had re. 
folved upon the queſtion, they fate 
m Councell,and had agreed,the King 
muſt dye, the Preſident muſt and 
fhould give theSentence of death up 
on him : So that indeed the bringing 
him before a Judge, the bringing the | 
King before Annas, Caiaphas, He | 
rod and P*late, this his appearanct 
at foure ſeverall Courts, it was only | 
to puta fair Face upon an ugly Ser 
rence, it onely was, by the mockery 
of Juftice to cloak the cruelty of ma-| 
lice, for before ever he came thither,| 
the Councell had determined, Jeſu 
their, King muſt dye. | 
Secondly, fee the carriage of the 
bufineſſe when it came there, and we 
{hall finde that he was not tryed by 
any courſe of Law, or by any legall 
principles : for if we look upon him 
as before Caiaphas, before the chiefe 
Friefts and the Elders, Mat.26.59.

parties, for the Scripture exprelly 
ſaith, the chief Prieſts and Elders, and 
all the Councell ſought falſe witneſſe 
againſt Teſws, all the Counce!l,. all - 
that fate his Judges, or that did riſe - 
up in Judgement againſt -him, . they 
conſpired and plotted how to put 
their King to death; or look we upon - 
him as he ſtood before P:/ate, before 
the Preſident, and we ſhall finde it 
was the Multitude,it was the Tumult, 
t was Voices, not Law, that car-- 
ried the cauſe againſt him. )#hen Pi- 
late ſaw that he could not prevaile any 
thing, but that rather a T «mult was * 
wade, Mat. 27. 24. then he releaſed . 
Barabbas, and delivered Jeſus to be - 
Crucified ; Tumult and Votes, not 
Law or Juſtice, brought the King un- 
to his Croſle. 

Indeed in the 25.ver.of the ſaid 27. 
Chapter of S. Matthew, it is written, 
Then anſwere1 all the people, hu blood * 
beon us, and our children ; the chiefe 
Prieſts & Elders, the prime and cloſe - 
— of this deſigne, they inte- - 
reſt and intitle -the people to it, as - 
if this had been an AR of the whole 
F'S$, PeO- 
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people, as if it had been the peoples 
deſire to have their King eut off , all 
the people- ſaid, hs blood 'be upon ws, 
and upon onr Children: Whereas in- 
deed ifwe look cloſe into the ftory, 
we ſhall finde, that had: the people 
been letalone, they would have been 
as they were fome five dayes before, 
all. for the King, they would have 
profecuted their former engagement, 
and have-brought their: King to his 
City with ſafety and” honour -; they 
were more inclinable , as it 1s in 
AAat.2t. to cry Hoſanna, than {74 
cifie , and had rather have ſtrowed 
their garments in his way, than have 
1mbrewed-his in blaod ; Aar.27.20. 
Fhe- chiefe. Priefts aud Elders pre 
ſwaatd the multitnde,the Leaders and 
Commanders they over-ruted the 
people ; yea. ifit were as hard to pet 
Mmto P:/ates, as it was into (aiaphas 
Court, there might then be more, or 
at leaſt but-few preſent: at his tryall, 
but ſuch who were the Creatures and

17, imputes it to the igno- 
rance of the people,which Pilate flat- 
ly layes to the fury of the Rulers:and 
indeed, no People, nor Rulers, but 
were extreamly ignorant of what 
they did, when they did this, the foul» 
elt of attempts, Cracifie their King. 

Thirdly,as you have ſeen what they 
did before they came unto theCourr, . 
and how things were carried there,e- 
ven ſo if we look upon whatwas done 
after Sentence, we ſhall find nothing : 
but Cruelty”, nothing but a ſtudied 
mixture of [nfamy and Sorrowes. 

Anl1 this will appeare. from theſe 
two things,

muſt *it not-needs be an aggravation 
of ſhame, and forrow for the.

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Secondly, And in a word then to Serm. 3. 
conclude this point, when the Jewes

Beaſts of the people preſented to the 
- world,there is none like to oppreſſed 

Majeſty : never is Ambition, Envy, 
Malice, or what bruitiſh affeRion ſo- 
ever ſo predominant, never is. Rage 
and Fury ſo highly, and ſo full fed.
